Money and War 


In the issue of May 10, we reported to 
you briefly the shocking revelation that 
European bankers made enormous profits 
out of the American invasion of North 
Africa. Post war research students will 
recount this as one of the big scandals of 
the war. Although the African invasion 
was carried out in supposed secrecy, yet 
certain sources in America knew about it 
far enough in advance to tip off the great 
banks of Europe so they might ship billions 
of francs to North Africa for a big money 
exchange grab at the American taxpayers 
expense. The French franc was pegged at 
50 to a dollar, instead of the pre-invasion 
rate of 2 to the dollar. 

Since our first report to you, it has be- 
come evident that this scandalous manipula- 
tion of international exchange by European 
bankers, carried on at the very time Ameri- 
can boys were fighting to “liberate Europe”, 
is only part of a vast network of inter- 
national financial intrigue that has been 
operating under the surface of world politics. 
German bankers are the biggest culprits, 
but they are getting plenty of cooperation 
in Paris, London and Wall Street. Well 
known in inner American financial circles 
is the fact that a German-French industrial 
trust was set up in 1941 which controls the 
exploitation of trade relations throughout 
the African Mediterranean areas. It is also 
well known that the German bankers made 
this investment very attractive to the several 
French national financial and industrial con- 
cerns which participated, among them the 
famous Banque de Paris.

Race Riots and the Future 


For over a year we have been advising subscribers to this information service that 
violent racial action was on the way. Some people have called us alarmists. Our 
only answer was that we had dependable contacts deep within the racial groups from 
which we were continuing to receive distressing reports that definitely forecast trouble 
ahead. Other readers urged that we refrain from printing accounts of racial misunder- 
standings feeling that we might be stirring up further dissension in dangerous times 
by so doing. To that our reply had to be that we hoped knowledge of the small in- 
cidents would help prevent the occurrence of big incidents. 

Our sources of information have proven to be accurate and prophetic. 
cities in America there have been racial disturbances. News of many of these out- 
breaks has been suppressed. The Detroit rioting was such a large scale affair it broke 
into the nation’s news, but similar bloody events have occurred in Beaumont, Texas; 
Mobile, Alabama, and other cities throughout the country. 

In Beaumont, where riots continued for two days and scores were wounded and many 
killed, the story is one of the most absurd and disgraceful in Caucasian history. It 
is typical of the situation everywhere in America. Growing resentment on the part 
of white labor against negro labor in big Beaumont shipyards was touched off by the 
alleged rape of a white woman by a negro. White mobs beat up negroes in the street, 
set fire to negro homes and attacked old people, women and children, killing some as. 
they ran from the burning shacks. The mob found a group of young negro draftees: 
in a bus station and brutally beat them. Then, upon investigation by state authorities, 
ee pes = revealed that there was no evidence to substantiate the woman’s story 
of attack, 

These outbreaks are the surface eruptions of a deep-rooted social disease in this 
country. It must be faced and cured or worse conditions are in store for us. Here 
are some of the basic elements in the recent racial explosions: 

According to FBI reports, all the stories that these disturbances are being fomented 
by Axis agents are false. The outbreaks of violence and hatred are an American 
product fostered from germs of American discontent. The Ku Klux Klan is being 
charged with promoting the trouble in Detroit, the League for White Supremacy ac- 
cused of responsibility for rioting in Alabama, and the Christian American Association 
for disturbances in Texas. 

All three of these organizations are “white supremacy” groups formed on the pattern 
of the old Ku Klux Klan, representing the most backward, arrogant elements of the 
South, or, as in the case of Detroit, a great southern migration flooding a northern 
industrial area. The League for White Supremacy and the Christian American Associa- 
tion of Texas are anti-negro, anti-Jewish and anti-Catholic. But they are all modern 
manifestations of the old Klan mentality. 

On the other hand, negro America has become the great hunting ground for racial 
labor leaders and communist intrigue. The Communist Party of America is quietly 
concentrating much of its work on negro grievances, of which there are many, and 
concerning which we have frequently reported to you. 

The main barb of irritation which has caused the recent outbreaks is the growing 
resentment among white workers when negro workers are placed alongside them at 
equal wages for equal tasks. The War Labor Board has emphasized its ruling of 
equal pay for equal work regardless of color or sex. This of course is but a part of 
the entire government program for advancement of the negro citizen which in principle 
cannot help but win the admiration and support of unprejudiced Christian minds. How- 
ever, the manner in which these reforms often have been instituted is subject to criticism. 

Many of the outstanding Christian leaders of the South, who have been progresssive 
and enlightened in their attitudes and efforts to advance better racial relations, feel that 
most of the trouble has been caused by the New Deal Administration’s efforts to capi- 
talize on negro reforms for political reasons. Northern New Dealers, who are ignorant 
of the deep-seated antipathies of both races in the South, have blithely attempted to 
enforce great social changes that can come only through careful cooperative planning 
on the part of racial leaders. 

Said one prominent, liberal Christian leader of the South, “If New Deal leaders 
had done this from spiritual ard moral concerns, they would have come down here 
and planned these things with us, and great advances could have been made in the 
next few years. But they just passed laws, spent a million dollars in publicity to 
negroes to get votes, and left us to face the inevitable and disastrous consequences of 
their hasty impulses.” The records of opportunism in the Administration in labor and 
race relations amply bear out this complaint. 

Whether or not the Washington officials have been wise, reforms have been on the 
way for a long time and, with all the suffering they occasion, they will not be stopped. 
Naturally there have been constant and innumerable instances of arrogance on the part 
of negroes who have their pockets full of inflated war wages, but after two hundred 
years of white arrogance and suppression, the laws of sociology would make this 
inevitable. 

There are cases of negro rape of white women which provoke unbounded anger. 
But every police official in America knows that there are also rapings of negro girls 
bv white men, which are ignored by police and public alike but which heap coals on 
the fires of racial hatreds.

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Propaganda Lie in Film 


American racial prejudice, evident in unilateral Asiatic exclusion, 
is equally evident from the fact that we have treated Americans of 
Japanese ancestry far worse than we have treated German aliens. 
To justify this treatment, it seems to be necessary for its advocates 
to resort to continual falsehood. The latest and most widespread 
example of the propaganda of the lie is that otherwise good film 

‘Air Force,” which repeatedly pictures Japanese Americans in 
Hawaii as guilty of acts of sabotage against this country at the time 
of Pearl Harbor. This has been officially and emphatically denied 
before the Tolan Committee and other bodies by high civilian and 
military authorities. The propaganda of race hate will not help us 
win the war and will lose us the peace. Protests on this subject in 
local papers, and to the producers of the film, are decidedly in order. 

There is also a constructive service which can be rendered to the 
thousands of Japanese Americans, in isolated and unhappy relocation 
centers, by cooperation with the government’s own Relocation Au- 
thority, and with various volunteer committees in helping to place 
Japanese Americans in jobs. The government has pretty well cleared 
the way for this except in the west coast area. Here are some ad- 
dresses to remember: The War Relocation Authority with a main 
office in Washington, D. C., and branch offices in many cities; the 
Committee on Japanese- American Resettlement, George Rundquist, 
Executive Secretary, 297 Fourth Avenue, New York City; and the 
National Student Relocation Council, C. B. Hibberts, Director, 1201 
Chestnut Street, Philadelphia. This last main body is interested 
not only in opening colleges for students, but in scholarships for 
students. 


Warning 

The promoters of racial hatreds are using every opportunity to 
capitalize on the reports of the Dies Committee investigation of Jap- 
anese Relocation Centers. For one thing, the Dies Committee has 
a very spotty record of achievement. Without question, it has 
served a purpose in unearthing subversive activities but its “findings” 
have often been inaccurate and poisoned with an arrogant intolerance. 

In the present study of the Japanese centers by Dies investigators, 
a whole series of stories are being released to the press that are 
warped and false in their interpretation of the true situation. These 
reports play up any unfavorable aspects observed in the camps and 
play down or omit altogether many notable and heroic achievements 
of Japanese American citizens. The government officials in charge 
of the Relocation centers have themselves registered strong protests 
against such unscrupulous tactics but these protests have been gen- 
erally ignored by that large section of the press that is willing to 
emphasize lurid half truths to boost reader interest. 

In the meantime, Uncle Sam gives the lie to all these insidious 
reports against loyal Japanese American citizens by continuing to 
induct thousands of them into our armed forces. For instance, Rev. 
Masao Yamada, Japanese Congregational minister, has recently been 
commissioned chaplain for the soldiers of Japanese descent now in 
training in the American Army. It is fitting that Mr. Yamada should 
serve in this capacity for, from the very beginning of the war, he 
worked for the acceptance of Japanese American volunteers for mili- 
tary training and service. 


n Easy Peace with Japan 


When former Ambassador Grew speaks of the wickedness of 
the Japanese military, the story is played up, but when he speaks 
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favorably of the common Japanese people, the story is suppressed 
in many parts of the country. 

Recently Mr. Grew declared that a genuine peace could be reach- 
ed between Japan and the United States. He said, “They fight us 
with the grim devotion of which they have such superlative mastery. 
They do not display the irrepressible good humor which lies at the 
heart of China’s immense endurance. They do not possess the grim 
almost reckless enterprise which we Americans can put into an all- 
out fight. But they do have a respectfulness, a cooperativeness to- 
ward one another, an almost dreadful anxiety to do what they are 
told. 

“These qualities account for the curious paradox that although 
the Japanese, man for man, may well prove to be the hardest enemies 
whom we have to defeat, they promise to be the easiest people with 
whom to make a real peace, provided that we liberate them from 
the braggarts and men of blood who now hold Japan in thrall.” 

An “easy peace”, however, will not be forthcoming if short- 
sighted, intolerant groups in America have their way. Legislation 
is even now under consideration which would provide for the in- 
vestigation of all Japanese who are American citizens with the ob- 
ject of deporting those whose loyalty to this country seemed to be 
questionable. All Japanese who do not happen to have been American 
born, of course, would be deported indiscriminately. 

Since this action would be directed only against the Japanese and 
not against other enemy races, it would be so a bitter insult to the 
Japanese people as a whole that we could not hope to establish any 
sort of peaceful relations while such regulations were in force. It is 
to be hoped that the proposal is only wild talk and will never become 
a law. 


More on the FSA 


In recent issues we have reported concerning the attempt of big 
land owners and land corporations to kill the Farm Security Act. 
This agency has been achieving a land reform in America by help- 
ing poor tenant farmers obtain their own land and become inde- 
pendent producers. We have discovered that not many people realize 
how farm land has been gradually drifting into the control and owner- 
ship of large financial institutions and big business land corporations. 
A Washington columnist recently dug up facts which further sub- 
stantiate in a rather alarming way, our reports to you on this con- 
dition. 

Records of the money paid by the government for “plowed under” 
land in cooperation with the pre-war AAA program show that the 
largest payments were not made to farmers but to companies such 
as the Metropolitan Life Insurance Company of New York, ($101,- 
863), the Connecticut General Life, ($48,437), the Providence Mutual 
of Pennsylvania, ($13,022) and the Mutual Benefit Life of Newark, 
New Jersey, ($82,126). Insurance companies in Ohio, Wisconsin, 
Iowa and Missouri also received substantial grants. One British 
company, the Delta and Pine Land Company of Mississippi, received 
$50,141. That banks hold ownership in much of the country’s farm 
lands is indicated by payments made to the First Joint Stock Land 
Bank of Chicago, and the Federal Land Banks of Omaha and of 
St. Paul. 

The FSA is doing much to halt the trend of corporation owner- 
ship of land and to further the return of small farms to individual 
private farmers. In view of the importance of the food production 
situation, farm legislation needs to be wisely drawn.
